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Le The Polish army nunbers about 300,000 men. The Sovietization of the army, 
which has been in progress for some tine, was virtually completed in January 
1950. The army is organized on the basis of the troika system; that is, the 
basic unit, the battle ce LL, comprises three men. Three celis form a section, 
three sections a platoon, three platoons a company, three companies a battalion, 
three battalions a regiment, and three regiments a division. An infantry 
division contains, in addition to the three infentry rcpincnts, one light artillery 
regiment consisting of nine betteries, three of which are mechanised howitzer 
Hanes $s onc heavy artillery regiment equipped with 155 mM. woanons: one 

light tank company; one mechanized cavalry unit; anc ground support aviation 
units usually consisting of three squadrons of ground support fiphters. “ach 
section is equipped with one heavy machine fun, one light machine pum, one 
Licht anti-tank gun and four rifles, WUach enapamy contains a mortar unit ? 
usually a section, consisting of three mortars. Mach mginent has a heavy 
yeanons company usually consicting; of one platoon of heavy machine jums, one 
platoon of he:-vy mortars, and one nlatoon of light anti-tank puns. This tactical 
organization is not rifid, but is fenerally observed among infantry civisions. 
Amored divisions are organized on a sliphtly diffcrent basis. Three armored 
aivisions are at full streng ths these are Located in Lower Silesia, -«st 
Poznan and Saezecin (Stettin). Three other armored divisions are in rata 
in south and central Poland, and are being equiped completely with Soviet 
weapons, tanks and arnored vehicles. 


2, Uenbers of the Polish security police (Urzad Uezpicczenstwa ~ UB) who were 
attached to various units of the Polish army as political instructors have been 
replaced by officers of the Sovict security police Clinisterstvo Ynutrennikh 
Del ~ MVD). Most of the staff officers of all Polish army units larpcr than 
a company are Soviet officers, The U3 units, which include the frontier guards, 
number about 200,000 and are equipped with the sane types of weapons used by 
the army. 


3, The Polish air force consists of 37 fighter squadrons. Strateric bombing 1 
controlled completely by the Soviet Gencral Staff, although the Polish air 
force plans to include tactical bombing units and axciliary units. 
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Tne Polish navy has been reduced to the performance of coast guard functions. 
“mphasis is bein placed on motor torpedo boats and patrol ships, Of the 

three torpedo squadrons. one is stationed in Szczecin, one in Kolobrzeg (Kolberg) 
and one in the Gcynia-Gdansk (Manzig) area, The USSR recently transferred 

to the Polish navy 27 torpedo boats of the Italian MAS type, of about 20 tons 
each anc. equipped with tivo ranid fire suns, two anti-aircraft gms, and tio 
torpedo tubes, “he submarine squadron consists of the SDP, a modern Dutch 
bullt chip, and the “IK and DYS, two old Trench-built submarines. The dostroyer 
squacren consists of the 2,000-ton DLYSEAJTCA of the pre-war Folish navy, and 
taro 1,,00-ton Soviet destroyers of the PUPROVST class recently transferred to 

the Poles by the J552. All submarines and destroyers are commanded by Sovict 
officers. lost of the former Polish officers have been replaced and arrested 

on various charges, Cantain Romanowsicl is reported to have been scnt to Siberia 
and nothing further has been heard from him. Saptain Rynszewiez, a formor 
engincering officer, wrote his fanily from Turkestan but has not been heard 

from arain, iis son, Commander Rymszewiez, is in prison in Lublin. Captain’ 
Doreyko Cied in Gdynia, and Captain Borys Kurnatowski, a subnarine commander, 
has disappeared, 


the collectivization of farms in Poland is progressing at a rapid rate. A 
landormer can se’ his property only with the permission of the County Office, 
Since the sale of’ land to private individuals is not approved, the ower is 
virtually forced to sell to the government. The Soviet army owns many fans 
in Polanc, which are run on a military basis with Soviet officers as directors 
and non-commissioned officers as foremen. The farms are closely warded and 
all production is sent to the Soviet army.
